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Labor Shifts; Endorses Biltmore Program; 


‘Move Puts Rabbi Silver in Strategic Spot

BASLE—In a move. which will greatly strengthen the forces opposing the 


Jewish Agency’s partition plan for Palestine, the Palestine Labor Party—second 
largest group represented here—this week adopted a resolution calling for re- 
affirmation of the Biltmore Declaration. The resolution contained the following 
recommendations: 

1. The Congress should not adopt any political resolutions. 

2. David Ben Gurion, chairman of the world Zionist executive, should de 
clare at a plenary session of the Congress that the Biltmore Declaration, which 
demands the establishment of Palestine as a Jewish Commonwealth, remains 
the political program of the Zionist movement. 

3. The executive which the Congress elects should participate in the London 
Conference on Palestine not on the basis of the Agency’s partition proposal, 
but on the basis of the Biltmore Declaration. 

4. The Zionist struggle for large-scale Jewish immigration and colonization 
im Palestine, as well as for Jewish security, should continue. 

Although the Labor Party’s statement of policy is certain to be endorsed 
by many of the delegates, it is unlikely that its suggestion that no political 
resolutions be adopted will be followed, or that the opponents of participation 
in the London parley will be swayed by its call for attendance on the basis of 
the Biltmore Declaration. 


Shertok and Sneh Differ on London Parley 

Moshe Shertok, head of the political department of the Jewish Agency, called 
on the Congress to vote for participation in the London Conference. He was 
criticized sharply by Dr. Moshe Sneh, member of the Agency ‘enamine, who 
warned the Congress against participation. 

In defending his view, Shertok pointed out that “if we go to London, it will 
be a new opportunity for putting up a fight for our future.” He assured the 
assembly that the delegation which wil] attend the London parley “will not pre- 





NEW YORK—Moshe Zack reported in the Yiddish “Morning Journal” that 
the general debate closed Monday with a strong speech by Weizmann, in 
which he attacked American Zionists for advising the Jews of Palestine to 
resist Weizmann’s attack. This aroused considerable dissatisfaction among 
the American delegates, who protested: “We have supported the Yishuv both

side over the liquidation of Zionism.” Any discussion of the “federalization plan” 
of the British Government is out of the question, he declared. 

Dr. Sneh, strongly attacking participation in the conference, told the plenary 
session of the Zionist Congress that “Britain does not seek a solution of the 
Palestine question and is not examining now as to when, how and to whom, 
to yield the strategic Palestine key.” die expressed the opinion that “England 
has decided against Zionism.” 


Britain Preparing New Restrictive Laws—Sneh 

Dr. Sneh said that Britain is planning new restrictive- laws against Jews 
in Palestine. He urged the Zionist to seek the cooperation of the entire world 
and not merely of England. Asserting that the United States is more friendly 
to Zionist aims than Britain, he declared that he was not ruling out cooperation 
with Soviet Russia and with the Arabs. 

While urging active resistance in Palestine, Dr. Sneh stressed that he favored 
only “responsible resistance.” He attacked the extremists, saying that their 
means did not justify the end. At the same time, he appealed for Jewish unity 
all over the world, especially between the Jews of Palestine and American Jewry. 

Prof. Selig Brodetsky, another member of the Agency executive, told the 
plenary session that he favored Jewish resistance, but was against acts of ter- 


'* rorism. He strongly urged Jewish participation in the London Conference. At

the same time he disclaimed any preference for partition as an ideal solution 
of the Palestine problem. 


Shertok Wants Revisionists To Check Terrorism 
The question of terrorism = was also Gealt with at t great length by Shertok. 


He said that the Revisionists had a clear choice: either to bring the terrorist 
organization into “the fold of national discipline” which they are now defying, 
or to disavow them unequivocally. If the Revisionisis do not adopt either of 
these alternatives, there will be no room for them within the ranks of the Zionist 
organization, he declared. 

Turning to the demand for Jewish statehood, as expressed in the program 
of the executive, Shertok declared that the emergence_of a whole system of im 
dependent Arab states around Palestine compelled the Zionist movement to claing 
statehood. “It is on that basis alone that we can achieve equality of status and 
thereby, peace,” he said. 


Hayim Greenberg Supports Partition 

Hayim Greenberg, leader of the American Labor Zionists, eame out strongly 
in support of partition. He said that there were three alternative solutions ef 
the Palestine problem without partition, but none of them was feasible. 

They were, he said, immigration of at least 1,000,000 Jews; forced evacuam® 
tion of the largest part of the Palestine Arab population to another couniryg 
or establishment of a Jewish state with Jews to be granted a legislative mm 
jority. Since the last two were obviously not feasible, and the first required 
either assistance from Britain or the United Nations, which would not be forth: 
coming, the only practical solution was partition, he said. 

Greenberg told the delegates that in some historical situations the pert fe 
sometimes greater than the whole, and all Palestine without a Jewish majoritg 
is less than a partitioned Palestine under Jewish control. He warned that the 
Zionists would have to put up a fight even to secure partition. 


Lipsky Sees Danger in Failure to Attend Parley 

Louis Lipsky, a past president of the Zionist Organization of Ameries, sed@ 
that refusal to participate in the London Conference might set in motion forces 
which would jeopardize everything achieved by the Zionist movement in the las§ 
50 years. Addressing himself to Dr. Moshe Sneh, one of the bitterest opponents 
of both partition and participation in the London parley, Lipsky asked why he 
was so determined “to reject an opportunity to test Britain by a new presentation 
of the Zionist case.” By joining in the conference, the Zionist should help re 
tain the support of the U. S. Government, Lipsky said, declaring that “it woulg 
be the height of folly to accept British wrongs against us as the final form 
Britain’s relations with us.” 

William B. Ziff, American Revisionist, called upon the delegates to “eross 
the Rubicon and take a firm position in behalf of a provisional Jewish gow 
ernment for Palestine.” Declaring that America must be convinced that her true 
interests lie with a Jewish state in Palestine, Ziff attacked the advocates of pam 
tition and those who favored participation in the London conference and de 
nounced “anti-Semitic bureaucrats in Whitehall.” , 

Dr. Arieh Altman, leader of the Palestine Revisionists, launched a violent 
attack against Dr. Weizmann, declaring that he symbolizes the defeat of Ziom 
ism, “which has brought it to the present crisis.” He denounced the executive 
fer following Weizmann’s policy and maintained that the Zionist movement todagj 
faces two courses: either that of Vladimir Jabotinsky, the late leader of the 
Revisionist movement, or that taken by Hitler, meaning to let itself be de 
stroyed. “If Zionism had understood this before the war, we could have had @ 
Jewish state which could have saved European Jewry,” he said. 


Says Britain Does Not Want Arab-Jewish Agreement 

The Revisionist leader strongly supported “activism.” “You cannot go hel 
way,” he said. Regarding the Arab problem, he declared: “An agreement withi 
the Arabs is political naivete. As long as there are three factors in Palestine—< 
Jews, Arabs and British, and the third is the decisive one—there cannot be Arab: 
Jewish agreement because England does not want it. It is politically naive te 
Say that the Arab states are independent and that the Arabs dominate the 
Middle East. It is England which does it, and the Arab world does what Englan@ 
wants.” 

r. Isaac Gruenbaum defended the Agency action on partition and said theft 
he believed that now was the time for more conversations on Palestine, because 
Britain must report on Palestine’s future status to the United Nations. He im 
sisted that the creation of a Jewish state in the whole of Palestine was net 
possible at this time and that there must be more than a million Jews in the 
country before there is a solid base for a Jewish state in the whole country, 
If the Jews were given the whole country, they could not defend it at the pres 


ent time, he said. j

CHICAGO—Pastor Martin Niemoeller, eontro- 


versial German churchman now on a speaking tour 
in the United States, was characterized this week 
as “a refined Nazi’ who believes implicity in the 
Master Race theory. 

His accuser was Rabbi Samuel Teitelbaum, Hillel 
Director at Northwestern University in Evanston, 
who served 30 months overseas as a Major in the 
Chaplains Corps, and who was billeted for two 
months in 1945 with the German Lutheran leader. 

Niemoeller described the Jews as “different” be- 
cause they are an “Oriental Race,” and admitted 
he thought it was a mistake to have granted them 
citizenship rights in Germany, Teitelbaum declared. 


The former U-boat commander in World War 1 
and early member of the Nazi party went further 
in his frequent talks with Chaplain Teitelbaum and 
revealed he believed Jews should not have been 


man public life. He characterized the Russian-Polish 
JewsS who came into Germany after 1918 as “the 
scum of the earth.” 

Much publicity was given the pastor for his op- 
position to Hitler and when he was thrown into a 
concentration camp in 1939 he was hailed as a 
great anti-Nazi. 

This is not true, according to Teitelbaum. Nie- 
moeller was not opposed to Nazism per se, but 
disagreed with Hitler on two points—the Fuehrer’s 
opposition to the primacy of the church and his use 
of violence against the Jews and other minorities. 

When Teitelbaum asked him why he volunteered 
his services to the German Navy in 1939-while still 
a camp inmate, he replied, “a German doesn’t ask 
questions when his country is in danger.” 

Niemoeller has all of the attitudes of a Nazi, 
except for his opposition to torture and violence, 
Teitelbaum pointed out, including an obsessive fear

I Janded in Atlantic 
City to be in time for the birth of the Big Budget of Israel. As 
soon as I hit the boardwalk I made for the Breakers and the 
St. Charles. But I soon realized that the ghetto corner of the city 
was not where a convention like the U.J.A. took place. So I had 
to walk a long way in the opposite direction where hotel build- 
ings have real style and only the pigeons eat the peanuts. The 
delegates and guests I found at the Ambassador Hotel were dif- 
ferent from those I have been accustomed to meet at the Z.O.A. 
conventions. If you pick up a few pebbles and throw them into 
the air among a group at the Ambassador or on the sidewalk, 
or. falling down one out of three pebbles would hit a millionaire, 
one would hit a social worker, and the third one would hesitate 
between a Reform rabbi and a miscellaneous.

I AM NOT exactly a pebble, but my first hit was a millionaire: 
Ed Norman, founder and president of the American Fund for 
Palestinian institutions, I came up to him and apologized. “Sorry 
to have canceled my appointment last, Monday,” I said, “but I 
had to go to Washington.” (You’d imagine it was he who asked 
for the appointment.) “That’s all right,” he said, “let’s take a 
walk on the boardwalk.” 

Before we got very far with our interview, we hit another mil- 
lionaire: Ed Kaufman, former president of the Z.O.A. So one Ed 
kidded the other Ed about his hobby, the American Fund for 
Palestinian Institutions. 

I started telling them about a letter in Hebrew that came to 
the office of the Z.O.A. from the Vaad Halashon in Jerusalem. 

“The Vaad Halashon,” I began to explain somewhat patroniz- 
ingly, when both men hastened to explain in one voice: 

“The Academy of the Hebrew Language.”

----THAT WAS an eye-opener to me. I would expect Ed Nor- 
man to know about the Vaad Halashon, it being one of the forty- 
six (or eighty-one?) Palestinian institutions his Fund is helping 
to finance. But that a Z.O.A. president should know what it js, 
four years after being out of office! I duly reported the glad 
news to my public in Palestine. I hope my editors don’t censor it 
for sheer lack of plausibility. 

Then Ed Norman and I kept walking and talking until we 
got into Convention Hall where we took a back seat so nobody 
would disturb us. 

And so we sat and we talked all through Nathan Strauss’s 
fiery speech of which’neither of us heard a single word and maybe 
Morris Rothenberg said a few words we missed, until I finally 
found out what made Ed Norman tick. So I was ready to listen 
to Reuben Rafni.

RUBEN RAFNI is a Jewish hero from Palestine who para- 
chuted behind enemy lines together with Hana Szenes who was 
caught by the Nazis and tortured to death. 

I knew the story that Dafni had to tell, but what interested 
me was the reaction of the audience. I found out that the U.J.A. 
crowd is hardly different from a Z.O.A. crowd in their affection 
for a Jewish hero, in their respect for Jewish resistance and in 
their feeling of being at one with the destiny of the Jewish people 
and the struggle for opening the doors of Palestine. 

Which leaves me no more space to tell you what makes Ed 
Norman tick, and I shall have to file it away among the topics 
for future discussion. }

Counter-Boycott Hurts 
Lebanon, Says Minister

to the Lebanese press, the Leban-

The Jews of Palestine had al- 
ways been Lebanon’s best cus- 
tomer for agricultural produce; 
Last year the Lebanon sold fruit 
and vegetables to Palestine to 
the value of 16 millions pounds, 
but this year’s sales amounted to 
only three million pounds.

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Advocates Discontinuance Of Dual Congregation Membership |

VERY Orthodox rabbi who has held a pulpit 

in a medium-sized community of about four 
hundred Jewish families, is familiar with the amaz- 
ing phenomenon of dual membership. The city is 
not large enough for two synagogues, but there is 
a sizeable group of Reform Jews, so there is a Re- 
form Temple. 

Of the real second and third generation Reform 
Jews, the Temple counts very few. The great ma- 
jority of its members are usually of the Eastern 
European type with an Orthodox background. Many 
is the time that I have heard the so-called Temple 
member boast of this background. Somehow he 
never seems to lose pride in it. 

Mr. Newman, to illustrate, attended a Cheder 
in his youth, and still has a deep fondness in his 
heart for the warmth of a traditional service. But 
Mr. Newman became a man of considerable means 
in this golden land of ours, and he now considers 
it quite fashionable to belong to the Temple. 

It is most likely, however, that it was Mrs. 
Newman who persuaded her unprotesting husband 
of the desirability of joining. Belonging to the 
Temple has become a measure of one’s social status, 
ana it is now a matter of keeping up with the 
Goldbergs.” 

YET MR. NEWMAN feels that he cannot so 
easily detach himself completely from his Orthodox 
moorings. He might suffer pangs of conscience if 
he were to ignore the synagogue altogether and al- 
jJow it to disintegrate. Then, also, where would he 
go to recite the Kaddish on his parents’ Yahrzeit? 
The two considerations prompt Mr. Newman to 
make a stupendous decision. He will enroll as a 
member of both the synagogue and the temple! 
And thus is born another member of the anoma- 
lous and very troublesome species known as the 
“T-belong-to-both” group. 

Now superficially it would seem that these men 
are to be commended. Do they not support both 
worthy places of worship? Do they not, by their 
membership in both the synagogue and temple, 
manifest a wholesome desire to see the flourishing 
of both? 

True. But the question is—what kind of a con- 
viction lies at the bottom of this generosity? Or, 
better still, is there any conviction at all? Have 
these men ever taken the time to analyze the two 
opposing philosophies of religion characterized by 
these two houses of worship? And if so, have they 
reached any sort of a conclusion as to the type 
of philosophy they believe in and intend to sup- 
port? We think not. Therein _precisely ties the 


difficulty. 

EVERYONE familiar with the situation knows 
ful well that the majority of these laymen know 
practically nothing about the basic differences that 
exist between Orthodoxy and Reform—nor do they 
care! Religious considerations enter not in the least 
in their decision. It is purely a matter of social 
status and being able to afford it. 

Very often they tell us that their hearts are 
really with the shul, but their greater financial 
support goes to the temple. Consequently, you will 
find him in shul when he has “Yahrzeit” or even on 
the High Holidays, but on the Sabbath he is to be 
found in the Temple—when he decides to attend. 

Now the problem, precisely, is this: -How can an 
Orthodox rabbi farmulate and embark upon a defi- 
nite traditional program, when he must continu- 
ously reckon with a substantial group in his syna- 
gogue who have unmistakable tie with the temple 
in the community? And if the adult membership 
fails to realize the rabbi’s dilemma, the youth is 
even less understanding. 

RECENTLY I decided to organize a young peo- 
ple’s group of the synagogue, to act as an arm 
of the synagogue. My primary intention was to 
gather the youth into a body, one of whose primary 
purposes would be the Understanding and advance- 
ment of traditional Judaism, and the intensification 
of the synagogue program. There was no youth 
group at all existing in the city at the time. 

Immediately the cry went up that I was “nar- 
row” to want to exclude a segment of the city’s 
youth from my organization. The majority of the 
young people saw the social possibilities that this 
new organization could offer, and refused even to 
concern themselves with the deeper problems in- 
volved. A goodly number of them claimed, “Our 
parents belong to both. Surely you can’t ex- 
clude us.” 

The point of view of these appears semi-plaus- 
ible, although an enigma in itself. But they failed 
to understand why their young friends whose par- 
ents are affiliated with the Temple only should be 
excluded from our organization. When I attempted 
to point out the incompatability involved from the 
religious point of view, they made it quite clear 
that they saw no reason why religion should enter 
into the matter. 

In spite of the fact that it was clearly under- 
stood that this youth organization would be dedi- 
cated to the advancement of traditional Judaism, 
still there was no question in any one’s mind that 
the “Temple youth” would be eager to join. To 
me, the entire matter was quite bewildering.

True. In a negative sense there is no difference 
between the two. But'in a positive sense there are 
—many differences. There was a time when every.- 
one recognized Reform Judaism for what it is—the. 
negation of Torah. But today no one seems to 
understand that fact. People prefer to straddle the 
situation in a manner that bodes ill for the future 
of both. 

Thus, we approach the solution of our problem. 
We believe that an intensified program of religious 
education should be launched, in order to acquaint 
the people with the history, traditions and signifi- 
cance of the various Jewish religious philosophies, 
Then perhaps the people will be able to understand 
better the panorama of Jewish life, and will avoid 
dual allegiances and equivocal loyalties. 


NATURALLY, those who are already affiliated, 
and have been so for these many years, will surely 
feel that it is too late to take steps to rectify the 
situation. But perhaps the young people who are 
about to make their decision one way or another 
will be able to avoid making the same mistake that 
their parents made. 

We maintain that much of the difficulty is due to 
plain ignorance and lack of sufficient serious con- 
sideration. Once the issues are made clear and 
unmistakable, then we can at least have reasonable 
justification to hope that the Jewish religious scene 
will -be marked by more honest conviction and less 
intellectual confusion.

THEODORE N. LEWIS 








The Conservative Prayer Book 


me HE SABBATH and Festi- 

val Prayer Book” has 
been prepared by the Rabbinic 
Assembly of America for use in 
Conservative Synagogues on Sab- 
bath and the festivals. 


The “Foreword,” really an in- 
troduction, deals realistically with 
the crucial difficulties involved 
in adjusting the 
traditional Jew- 
ish liturgy to the 
current needs of 
our people. 
Three basic prin- 
ciples are recog- 
nized. “Continu- 
ity with Tradi- 
tion,” the first, 
while sacred and 
important, does 
not “free us from the obligation 
to strive perpetually after fresh 
and creative devotional forms.” 
“Relevancy to the Needs and 
Ideals of our Generation” the sec- 
ond, means that “A prayer book 
... Must express our own aspira- 
tions and not merely those of 
our ancestors, however much we 
may revere them.” 


The third, “Intellectual Integ- 
\rity,” implies that it is intellect- 
‘ually dishonest to retain the tra- 
{ditional Hebrew text without giv- 
\ing its exact translation in Eng- 
‘lish, This is an unmistakable 
criticism of the Union Prayer 
|Book where the practice is quite 
common. The “sin,” however, oc- 
jcurs here also. One paragraph of 
{the Sabbath Amidah is not trans- 
lated at all, and at least one is 
|given an utterly misleading ren- 
jdition. “And restore priests to 
\their service,” a phrase in the 
| Musaf for the Festivals, which 
lis definitely a petition for the res- 
itoration of the sacrificial and 
|sacerdotal system, is rendered 
'“Restore Kohanim to their serv- 
jice of pronouncing the Priestly 
|Blessing.” The Hebrew text does 
jnot contain “of pronouncing the

to pronounce the “Priestly Bless- 
jing.”

WITH THIS SET of principles, 
‘truly progressive and modern, is

\disappointment is therefore all 
ithe keener when the net result 
lof the effort is nothing more ex- 
ijciting than the traditionally Or- 
thodox service for the Sabbath 
jand the Holy Days. Excepting 


for a few minor textual changes 
and a few utterly insignificant 
omissions, this is just another 
Siddur, but with the service for 
weekdays missing. 





The splendid and far reaching 
theories so courageously set 
forth in the “Foreword” are com- 
pletely ignored, nowhere imple- 
mented. Instead of approaching 
the problem of the Sabbath ritual 
with boldness, with intellectual 
courage, the path taken is the 
softer and less dangerous one of 
not meddling with the traditional 
text even when it is meaningless, 
and even when the words though 
sanctified by centuries of usage 
‘no longer seem to express the 
convictions and hopes of our 
day.” 

Insignificant changes intro- 
duced in the three “Preliminary 
Blessings” are defended with cita- 
tions from venerable authorities! 
Must the precise number of the 
“Preliminary Blessings” be pre- 
served? Why thank God “for hav- 
ing made me an Israelite instead 
of a “woman”? Why not drop 
the benediction altogether, as did 
Solomon Goldman in his ritual? 
Though belonging to the “Con- 
servative” school of thought, ob- 
viously the editors hold to the 
Orthodox doctrine that our lit- 
urgy is sacred and immutable, 
and like the Torah, permanently 
fixed for all time? Does this ap- 
proach this almost blind rever- 
ence for the accepted text har- 
monize with the “Foreword” 
which declares that it is impera- 
tive to “strive after fresh and 
creative devotional forms”?

ONE of the fundamental diffi- 
culties of the traditional order of 
synagogue worship, and one 
about which Conservative rabbis 
complain frequently, is its undue 
length. After ninety minutes, no 
service can hold the attention of 
the worshipper. When prolonged 
beyond that period, interest and 
decorum inevitably suffer. To 
remedy this serious difficulty, un- 
important passages, repititious 
phrases, and needless benedic- 
tions should have been elimin- 
ated. Yet, with the exception of 
an isolated selection like the 
Ezehu M’Komon, or the change 
of tense, or a word or two, noth- 
ing has been altered. Is it a re- 
ligious obligation, or of devo- 
tional value, to recite the “Thir- 
teen Rules of Logic? Or the last 
two passages of the Shema; or 
during the winter months “Thou 
causest the wind to blow and the 
rain to fall” in the Amidah; -or 
the following, “And the celestial 
beings of the heavenly chariot, 
with great stirring, rise toward 
the seraphim and all together 
they respond with praise’? And 
is not the noble Alenu prayer 
marred by the retention of such 
unhappy phraseology as “He 
hath not made us like pagans of 
other lands nor placed us like the 
heathen tribes of the earth. He 
hath not made our destiny as 
theirs, nor cast our lot with all 
their multitude”? 


| For Faster Book Service rl 
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INSTEAD OF abridging the 
service, a large English supple- 
ment has been added. Excepting 
for those selections which are 
purely sermonic in character, and 
there are unfortunately too many, 
such as the one urging com- 
munion with God as an antidote 
to “the increasing percentage of 
neurosis among us,” the English 
portion will prove more helpful 
and stimulating, I believe, than 
most of the traditional liturgy, 
which despite the reverence and 
affection I personally have for it, 
does not stir or uplift the Ameri- 
can Jew to whom Hebrew is un- 
intelligible. 

The universal ignorance of He- 
brew amongst our people is over- 
looked, though not entirely as 
evidenced by the English supple- 
ment. No one loves Hebrew more 
than the writer, and no one at- 
taches to it greater importance 
than he. The stubborn fact, how- 
ever, is that the vast majority of 
American Jews for whom this 
ritual is intended not only do not 
find Hebrew intelligible; they 
cannot even read it. While the 
fact is tragic beyond words, yet 
it must be faced and met. Com- 
munion with God is impossible 
when one cannot manipulate the 
instrument, when the whole form 
and content of worship is in a 
language which is meaningless, 
and bewildering. 

This grave situation makes the 
lack of all direction as to how 
to use the ritual truly baffling. 
Is the traditional Hebrew order 
to be followed in its entirety? 
If so, there definitely will be no 
time for the English “supple- 
ment.” Where the latter is used, 
the Hebrew text will have to be 
abridged. What selections then 
may be omitted? Is it incumbent 
upon the worshipper to recite 
every one of the opening psalms, 
the entire traditional service, or 
may he choose at random? Or is 
the rabbi at liberty to use his 
discretion? And may English be 
substituted for Hebrew, or not? 

* « * 

THE EDITORS take no note of 
the most critical problem in Jew- 
ish religious life, namely that 
Jews have ceased to pray. What 
American Jews need desperately 
more than new prayer manuals, 
is a fresh and acceptable interpre- 
tation of prayer. Our people 
must learn why they should pray, 
and how. It is folly to prepare 
revised liturgies, as long as the 
present attitude towards prayer 
and worship continues to prevail. 
However, in ignoring this grave 
issue, Conservative rabbis are in 
good company, since their Ortho- 
dox and Reform colleagues are 
similarly blind. 

This “Conservative” prayer 
book suffers from the confusion, 
timidity and uncertainty gen- 
erally characteristic of Conserva- 
tive Judaism. In theory, Conserv- 
ative Judaism does not subscribe 
to the traditional norm of Jewish 
discipline, accepts the conclusion 
of Biblical criticism, and rejects 
the doctrine of Torah Min 
Hashamaim (Literal Revelation). 
But in practice, it is indistin- 
guishable from Orthodoxy, re- 
garding the Shulchan Aruch as 
religiously binding. One of the 
leaders in the movement has 
actually pointed out that in half 
a century not a single departure 
has been authorized officially. 
The inconsistencies inherent in 
Conservative Judaism are re- 
flected in this ritual. While the 
“Foreword” proclaims radical 
aims and objectives, splendid the- 
ories, the result is another edi- 
tion of the Siddur, plus an Eng- 
lish supplement.

Many a well-read reader fre- 
quently confuses the Jewish 
Agency executive with the execu- 
tive of the World Zionist Organ- 
ization under the misapprehen- 
sion that they are the same body.

Jews, the Alliance Israelite to 
send a representative into the 
Jewish Agency executive to make 
up the non-Zionist membership. 
... This is a departure from the 
traditional form of selecting non- 
Zionist members which had been 
in force since the days of Louis 
Marshal and Felix Warburg. ... 
The American Jewish Committee, 
with whom the leaders of the 
world Zionist movement are ne- 
gotiating on this matter, is op- 
posed to the change. ... Speak- 
ing of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, it can be predicted that 
at its annual meeting next month 
it will announce a change in its 
policy on Palestine. ...

Jewish Education—For What?—For Whom? 
gleam has probably been more aimless and pointless talk 


SHOULD tell you about a nobleman among 

Jews. He haf been dead about two weeks, 
but an obituary needn’t be a matter of the mo- 
ment of a man’s death. The saddest thing about 
obituaries is that they are for one edition or, 
maybe, a couple editions of the newspaper. 

All that a man did and lived for is publicly 
dismissed between the 
hours of one newspaper 
issue and the next, To- 
morrow the piece of pa- 
per that contained the 
story of his life will be 
flying away on a breeze 
in the street. 


Awhile ago, in a mood 
of curiosity, I stopped a 
piece of newspaper flut- 
tering along the pavement. What, I asked my- 
self, was this stray fragment carrying? As a 
newsman I had long entertained melancholy 
reflections on the evanescence of what a man 
writes for the daily press. 

There it was: The scrap of paper in the 
wind carried the life and works of one of our 
notable citizens who had just died. The news- 
paper had made much of his passing. He was 
a banker, an industrialist. The reporter wrote 
there was no estimate of the astronomical fig- 
ures of his wealth. It was all in the wind now. 

So it pleases me to do the rare thing: to 
write the obituary of a man after he has been 
gone several weeks; to look at him in per- 
spective, unlike the reporter who has to write 
of him in a hurry, in the hour of death. Be- 
sides, to write about a good man even two or 
three weeks after his death may suggest that 
his good works do live after him and confer 
upon him the only immortality man can be 
sure of.

THIS MAN was Adolph Rosenberg. In our 
town he was a leading business man, president 
of two stores that have to do with women’s 
apparel. The morning he died, when I came 
to the newspaper office where I work, I found 
the young reporter who handles obituaries 
writing about him. He asked me: “Did you 
know Adolph Rosenberg who died this morn- 
ing?” 

I looked over his shoulder. He had written: 
“Adolph Rosenberg, president of Gidding’s and 
the Paris Store died suddenly this morning.” 

I chided the youth. ... “That isn’t the way 
to start your story. His being president of 
Gidding’s and the Paris Store was the least of 
him.” 

Yes, Adolph Rosenberg’s private business was 
extra-curricular, you might say, to his main 
purpose of being a nobleman in Jewry. He 
gave more than half his time to it. He made it 
a dedication. He understood what it meant to 
be a Jew. It had to do with the good life that 
was in his religious faith, with the ideals of the 
Jewish teaching, with the synagogue in which 
Jews would get together for the better fur- 
therance of their ideals. 

(It made no-sense for a Jew to take his ideals 
aside as a private possession for his private 
comfort and delight. He must join in the syn- 
agogue with all the other Jews to carry the 
light of Jewish ideals into the world.) 





Judaism was no exclusive self-service for the 
convenience of Jews. It was a mission to carry 
the lights of the Torah to the ways of all men 
and to join it with the lights of other men of 
good will who were going in the same way to- 
ward the brotherhood of man. 

Adolph Rosenberg was no scholar in Israel 
but the business man who thought out his way 
of being Jewish. By this he lived and worked. 
Before noon each day he put his business aside 
to go to the office of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations of which he was the 
president. Coats and dresses could wait. Mr. 
Rosenberg felt he had more important con- 
cerns than that in his function as a Jew dedi- 
cated to help establish Judaism in the United 
States as an ethical and spiritual way of life. 

Jewish ideals, as expressed in Jewish re-. 
ligion, were central in his concept of being a 
Jew. In the Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations he could be helpful toward further- 
ing this concept. This was the better job and 
there was scarcely a day when he wasn’t at it. 
He was a non-Zionist but his heart was warm 
for Palestine and its upbuilding as a good home 
for the homeless. He was no anti-Zionist, for 
to be anti-Zionist would mean to take part in 
one of the dissensions of Israel. 

€ as * 

THE CONTROVERSIES in Jewry saddened 
him. When Israel should be marching in unity 
before the eyes of its enemies, Israel was in 
warfare against itself. Israel was stopping 
along the way for angry controversy. 

In his high place as president of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations, Adolph 
Rosenberg was the conciliator between the con- 
tenders in Israel. A man of peace among the 
few whose feet are bright on the mountainside, 
the bearers of good tidings of peace. He was 
at his Jewish function the day before he died. 
As usual he had put away his business affairs, 
had gone to his desk at the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations which was _ his daily 
altar. 

He had been ailing for some years and maybe 
he should have gone home to rest after his 
daily stint at his business, but through five 
years he chose to take on this double duty— 
the few hours at his business, then his service 
to his religious faith which he gave freely 
through the afternoon. 

He died early the next morning... . “Well,” 
said the young reported. “How would you write 
the lead on Mr. Rosenberg’s death?” I wrote: 
“Adolph Rosenberg, lay leader of the 340 con- 
gregations of the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, died after a heart attack this 
morning.” 

“You see,” I said to the boy,” “his religious 
faith was the main thing in his life and that’s 
the lead for his obituary, not his business.” 


But the city editor changed it a bit. City 
editors are dazzled more by the prominence of 
a man in business than by his most faithful 
devotion at a religious altar. So it came out 
this way: “Adolph Rosenberg, president of 
Gidding’s and lay leader of 340 congregations 
of the Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions, died after a heart attack this morning.”

E market place was 

crowded in the little village 

of Modin. All the townspeople in 

this Judean hamlet had been call- 

ed together by the leader of the 

Syrian troops. A_ proclamation 
was read: 

By order of King Antiochus of 
the Syrians the Jews were not 
allowed to worship in their own 
Temple. They could not keep the 
Sabbath. They must eat forbid- 
den food, like the flesh of swine. 
They must bow down and wor- 
ship the Greek idols. Anyone who 
defied these laws was to be put 
to death. 

The soldiers had come to Mo- 
din to make sure the king’s or- 
ders were carried out. In the 
center of the market-place they 
set up an altar to the Greek god 
Zeus. Then they called to the 
Hebrews for men to come and 
sacrifice swine to Zeus. 

As the townsfolk hesitated, an 
old priest, the leader of the vil- 
lage, drew his sword and cried 
out in a loud voice, “The people 
of Modin will be true to the God 
of Israel. Any man who bows 
before this idol will die by my 
own sword.” 

ONE MAN STEPPED forward 
and bowed before the idol. Mat- 
tathias was upon him in an in- 
stant with his sword. Then, 
“Those who will battle for the 
One God, follow me!” 

The people in the market-place 
thrilled to the courage of their 
leader and they fell upon the 
Syrian soldiers and routed them 
from the town. Mattathias and 
his followers escaped into the 
mountains. Loyal Hebrews from 
the surrounding country joined 
them and they formed an army 
with the aged Mattathias and his 
five strong sons as the leaders.

Their only hope was the Mac- 
cabean army in the mountains. 

The Syrian governor of Jeru- 
salem gathered an army to drive 
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the Maccabees out of the hills. 
But the Hebrew warriors sur- 
prised their pursuers and defeat- 
ed them. Another expedition 
went out against the Hebrews an 
was turned back. : 
Now the King himself was an- 
gered that a little band of He- 
brews could defeat his trained sol- 
diers, and a great army was sent 
against the Hebrew warriors. 
Not far from Jerusalem the 
Syrians made their camp. The 


- general divided his forces in two, 


and placed them on either side 
of the Maccabean stronghold. Ju- 
dah and his band were caught be- 
tween the two halves of tte 
mighty Syrian army. 

But Judah was not to be sur- 
prised. He learned from his spies 
that one half of the Syrian forces 
planned to attack that night. 
When darkness fell, the Hebrews 
quietly stole to the camp of the 
other Syrian soldiers, who were 
peacefully resting in their tents. 
So sudden was the Hebrews’ at- 
tack that the Syrians were unable 
to defend themselves and fled in 
terror as their camp went up in 
flames. 

Now the Maccabees hid in the 
woods and waited for the other 
Syrian forces, These had march- 
ed into the Hebrew’s camp, sure 
of victory. They found the tents 
pitched and the campfires burn- 
ing. But not a Hebrew soldier 
was to be seen. Disappointed, 
they decided that the Hebrews 
must have learned of their plans 
and escaped, and they returned 
to their camp. But before they 
reached it, they were set upon 
by the Maccabees and defeated. 

Now Judah led his men into 
the city of Jerusalem amid the 
cheers of the Hebrews. To the 
Temple they marched to. give 
thanks for their miraculous vic- 
tory over the mighty Syrian 
army. But what a sight met 
their eyes. In the Holy Temple 
statues of Greek gods had been 
set up, and unclean sacrifices had 
been made on the altars. Soldiers 
set to work clearing the Temple 
of the statues and uncleanliness. 
They set up a new altar and re- 
lighted the Ner Tamid or eternal 
light, which is never allowed to 
stop burning, 

THERE WAS GREAT rejoic- 
ing in Jerusalem. For eight days, 
the people celebrated. After that 
the Syrian King did not dare to 
deny the Hebrews the right to 
worship as they pleased.

+ from the recipe for Sour Cream Rolls (Kolatchen) which ap- 
peared in this column on Dec. 6. Readers Mrs. R. Elman of Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., Mrs. S. Leifman of Chicago, Ill., Mrs. M. J. Plum of 
Wilmington, Del., Mrs. W. Luria of Schenectady, N. Y., and Mrs. 
M. Pura of Culver, Ind., please accept my thanks for your kind 
letters of praise as well as calling my attention to the error. 
Please, all of you readers who file the recipes you like, add 1 cup of 
sour cream to the above recipe. But better still, here’s a “repeat”: 


Sour Cream Rolls (Kolatchen) 
% tsp. salt 
1 cup sour cream 
3% cups sifted flour 
Cinnamon, raisins, citron 
as needed 
2 egg whites 


% cup butter 

2 tbisps. sugar 

3 egg yolks 

Grated rind of 1 lemon 

3 tblsps. lukewarm milk 

1 cake yeast rubbed with 

2 tbisps sugar 

Cream butter, sugar and egg yolks. Add grated lemon rind and 
sour cream. Rub yeast with sugar and add lukewarm milk. Com- 
bine. Stir in flour that has been sifted with the salt and heat to 
a smooth batter. Drop from the end of a spoon into well greased 
small muffin pans or onto a well-greased cookie sheet, several inches 
apart. Let rise at room temperature, brush tops with beaten egg 
whites, decorate with raisins, citron, cinnamon (or ‘combine with 
chopped nuts). Bake in a preheated oven 10 minutes at 350° F. 
or till nicely browned. 

LURIE of Schenectady, N. Y., also ass for good coffee- 
cake or Hamantaschen dough recipe and because she enclosed a 
self-addressed stamped envelope, she’ll get some reprints of such 
recipes which appeared in this column Sept: 13, 1946. Also, dear 
readers, later in the month I shall repeat the Yeast Dough Coffee- 
cake Recipe and Variations about which so many of you wrote me 
your most flattering appreciation, plus requests that it be repeated 
soon. 

Orange Cake (A Super!) 
1 tsp. baking soda 
2 cups cake flour. 
1 tsp. baking powder 

3 oranges 1 cup chopped or crushed 

1 cup sour cream nuts (any kind) 
Cream % cup of sugar with the butter. Add eggs one at a time 
and blend thoroughly. Stir in grated rinds of oranges. Now cream 
the baking soda with the sour cream and combine. Sift together 
flour and baking powder and stir in alternately with the crushed 
nuts. Bake in a buttered and flour dusted deep cake pan 45 minutes 
at 375° F. While cake is baking cook the juice of oranges with 
% ,cup of sugar 10 minutes. While cake is still hot ,pour the 
orange syrup over all and let cool. Of course, remove the cake to 
a large serving plate before adding the orange syrup, but pour 
it on slowly and avoid that messy appearance. 

SPEAKING OF CAKES, here’s an easy recipe for Cheese Cake 
that any novice can turn out with pride. Mrs. E. Schechter of 
Chicago writes that although she has been married 18 years, she 
is eager to take over and prepare the dishes her husband enjoys 
which his mother always prepared for both of them before she 
passed away. I think you'll like this Cheesecake, Mrs. Schechter. 

Easy Cheese Cake 
12 crisp lemon wafers (or % cup sugar 
1 cup fine crumbs of 2 tbisps. flour 
Zwieback) % tsp. vanilla 
3 tblesps. butter 3 eggs 
12 oz. cream cheese 1 scant cup sour cream 
% cup honey 
Blend the crumbs of lemon wafers of Zwieback and pat evenly 
over bottom and sides of an 8-inch pie or cake pan, and bake 10 
minutes at 375° F. While the baked shell cools prepare the filling 
as follows: Blend the honey, sugar, cheese, flour, salt and vanilla 
till smooth. Beat egg yolks light and fold in. Stir in the sour 
cream, then fold in stiffly beaten egg whites. Turn into the cooled 
pie shell and bake 45 minutes at 350° F. or until thoroughly set. 
Permit the cake to cool in the oven after turning off the heat, but 
leave the oven door open. This Cheese Cake serves 6. 
Cheesecake (with Cottage Cheese) 
1 cup sugar 1 tsp. lemon juice 
1% Ibs dry cqgttage cheese 1 crumb crust (1% cups gra- 

1 pint sour cream ham, Zwieback or Cookie 

5 eggs crumbs and 3 tblsps. melted 

1 tbisps. cornstarch butter) 

1 tsp. grated lemon rind 
Put the cheese thrcugh a ricer or rub through a strainer. Add 
sugar, then one egg yolk at a time while mixing thoroughly. 
Stir in the sour cream lightly, add moistened cornstarch with lemon 
juice and grated rind, then fold in the stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Turn into a spring form that has been lined across the bottom 
with the crumb crust mixture and bake 1 hour at 350° F. Let 
the cake cool in the oven. Do not remove from the pan until 
CO'™.D. This makes a large Cheese Cake and is well worth -the 
effort.

Historical Society to Meet Dec. 29 
Special 

NEW YORK—tThe 45th annual 
meeting of the American Jewish 
Historical Society will be held 


Sunday, Dec. 29, at the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of America 
here. The executive council will 
meet the same day, preceding the 
general sessions. 
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The Editor's Chair, 


Rabbi Jacob Kabakoff, of Phila- 
delphia, sent me his bulletin as 
per my request in this chair last 
week, and writes: “What are you 
going to do if every rabbi calls 
your bluff and you have so many 
bulletins to read that you won’t 
have time to read copy?” 

Reading copy is not supposed 
to be my job, but reading con- 
gregational bulletins is, and I 
find them a very excellent source 
of news. Also I can therefore 
make the statement that I know 
more about the external hap- 
penings in the rabbinate than 
any one other man, which is a 
distinction or not depending up- 
on how you look at it. 

Seriously though, one of the 
news breaks that are among the 
“firsts” I’ll write about in my 
memoirs came from a congrega- 
tion bulletin. It had to do with 
Chaplain Goode. I read in the 
bulletin of Rabbi Goodman’s con- 
gregation in Davenport, Ia., that 
kaddish was said for Chaplain 
Goode. This was during the war 
and I knew that no Jewish chap- 
lain had been announced as killed. 


I immediate sent out feelers, . 


and got the story, which was a 
clear news beat over the press 
of the world, because the sink- 
ing of the Dorchester had not as 
yet been made public. In case 
you don’t get the full significance 
of the story, that was the occa- 
sion when the priest, the minister 
and Rabbi Goode gave up their 
life preservers to the GIs and 
were last seen on the decks hold- 
ing hands as the ship slipped be- 
neath the waves. 


To repeat, I hope that any 
rabbis who now do not have The 
Post on their bulletin mailing 
list, will please add us on. 


I hope to be able to bring you 
one of these days the full story 
of the development of a “peo- 
ple’s congregation” by Rabbi Ja- 
cob J. Weinstein’s K.A.M. Tem- 
ple in Chicago. Generally, what 
is being done, is go give over to 
the lay membership as much par- 


ticipation in and management - 


over the services (not the pulpit) 
as possible. 


This is an experiment that will 
be watched with interest. Of 
course there have been many 
other attempts to bring the con- 
gregation more and more into 
the services, but none that I 
know of are as far-reaching as 
K.A.M.’s.

He studied at the 
Yeshiva at Volozhin and in the 
“klaus” of Elijah Gaon of Wilna, 
and received his rabbinical di- 
ploma at the Yeshiva of Rabbi 
Israel Ginsberg. Schulman’s aim 
was to bring about a Jewish ren- 


’ aissance in Russia. He knew that 


the only language by means of 
which this aim might be reached 
was Hebrew, and this 

DEC. 17, had been neglected for 
1899 centuries. He set out to 
revive it. In this he pre- 

ceded Eliezer ben Yehuda. Schul- 
man, in his writings, limited him- 
self to the use of strictly Bibli- 
cal terms, but so expert was he 
in the use of Hebrew that there 
was hardly any shade of thought 
or modern idea that he could not 
easily express in that language. 
The result was that he came to 
be a widely read author. He suc- 
ceeded in creating a new epoch 
by implanting in the hearts of 
his brethren a new love for lit- 
erature and science, and by show- 
ing them that they had a glori- 
ous and resplendent history, and 
that outside of their dark, 
cramped quarters in Russia there 
existed a beautiful World.

HE problem of Christmas and Santa Claus, 

difficult enough for most parents con- 
fronted with insistent questions of their off- 
spring is made more perplexing by the prac- 
tice, common by this time, of Anglo-Jewish 
publications of accepting Christmas advertis- 
ing indiscriminately. 

The Post is adopting no holier than thou atti- 
tude for only two weeks ago just such an ad- 
vertisement crept into the pages of its Indiana 
edition. 

To parents such advertisements as that on 
the back page of The National Jewish Monthly, 
or that appearing in almost all of the Anglo- 
Jewish weeklies, must cause them to shake 
their heads in dispair. What answer will the 
father have for the children when the publica- 
tions he subscribes to obviously hold a different 
view. 

In the experience of The Post no revenue 


need be lost by advising the advertiser that 
some Jews resent a Christmas advertisement 
in their own publication.

We Don’t Know Our U. S. Jewish Institutions 


HE tendency in the Jewish press and pul- 

pit to overemphasize the achievements of 
Jewish men in the everyday world, has led to 
the overshadowing of the real achievements 
of the U. S. Jewish group. 

For instance, not only are the really great 
Jewish scholars of the United States prac- 
tically unknown to the U. S. Jewish commu- 
nity, but in addition the institutions in which 
they serve are almost as unknown. 

Such names as the Hebrew Union College, 
or the Jewish Theological Seminary or Yeshiva 
University are names and names only because

Chazans Criticized Severely by Seymour B. 
Liebman in The Bulletin of the East Midwood 
(Brooklyn) Jewish Center—We Jews are uniue 
in many respects. We proudly and truthfully 
boast that we possess no religious hierarchy, 
that we are the most democratic religion and 
that Jews require no special pleader before 
God. Despite this, many congregations vie with 
each other to secure outstanding cantors or 
Chazonim. In some institutions, the chazzan 
is as well known as the rabbi, although there 
can be no comparison between them with re- 
gard to their respective roles and importance 
to the congregant. 

This past year, we have had occasion to 
see and hear a number of these ritualistic 
virtuosos. Rarely have we seen greater ex- 
hibitionism and bombast. The solos of these 
“Sheliach Zihburim” seemed of greater im- 
portance than the “Tfillos” they rendered. The 
dawdling for minutes at a time upon a word or 
phrase transcended the meaning of a passage. 

In a little research on Chazonim, we came 
across the following, “In connection with the 
piyyutim, they introduced foreign melodies 
taken from non-Jewish sources.” This com- 
plaint came from the 9th century. “Their 
vanity also led them to unsuitably prolong 
single notes and to insert interludes of song.” 
(10th century) “They were continually cen- 
sured for vanity,” “Their prayers were great- 
ly lengthened,” “They say only what was 
most likely to win applause (12th to 17th cen- 
turies). 

This last age-old censure is in harmony 
with one of our complaints. Many of these 
prima donnas before the Ark act as if the 
prayers through which they raced at an un- 
seemlg haste, were interludes to permit 
them to rejoin their voices between solos. If 
prayers are to be recited, there should not be, 
and there never was intended to be such a 
marked differentiation in treatment. 


When the role of Chazan is accentuated, 
we lose sight of the role of those present 
He who comes to “schule,” we hope, comes 
to pray. We have an adage, “Separate not 
Thyself from the congregation.” Cantors 
should remember that they are only a part and 
not the whole. Religious services are made 
inspiring by congregational singing. The good 
Lord will pardon our presumptuousness in 
stating that it must be more pleasing to Him 
to hear hundreds of voices chanting, even 





our readers have not been properly indoc- 
trinated as to their significance. The guess is 
that most of our readers could not differen- 
tiate accurately between the three institutions 
named above. 

The time will come, and it is to be hoped 
that The Post will play its share in hastening 
it, when the Jewish group will come to know 
intimately and to gain some pride and morale 
from the structures and the men which may 
make the contributions of the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity to Jewish scholarship as well known 
as that of Spanish or Polish Jewry.

If there were ever a time when the Jews 
could feel perfectly free to inject a Jewish is 
sue into an American political campaign with- 
out counting the consequences, this is not it. 
The very recent experience of the Japanese in 
Canada and in the United States shows what 
can happen with citizenship even in democra- 
cies. These are ticklish and unsettled times. 
Some day the student of anti-Semitism on this 
continent may look on the attempt to have 
Jews vote on political candidates only if they 
were pro-Zionist in somewhat the same way 
that a geologist looks at a water-shed. While 
extremist Zionists were busy in this pernicious 
endeavor, the B’nai B’rith and the American 
Jewish Committee were planning a conference 
on anti-Semitism to take place in January. They 
can discuss the election event but it will take 
its place as the most damaging thing that has 
ever happened to the foundations of the Jew- 
ish community of America. The question is:

RABBI REICHERT ANSWERS CHARGE 
NON-JEWS HEADED TEMPLE PROGRAM

Rabbi Saul E. White’s zeal on 
behalf of correcting the lapses 
from “good taste” with which he 
charges the San Francisco Jew- 
ish community, has led him to 
commit equally lamentable lapses 
from accurate reporting. In his 
letter appearing in your Nov. 29 
issue, my disturbed colleague 
wrote: 

“A year ago the two Reform 
congregations celebrated the 95th 
anniversary of their founding 
«+ Both of them seemed in agree- 
ment that the most fitting spokes- 
man to express the significance 
of the hour was a Protestant min- 
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ister. In the one case it was a 
Methodist minister, and in the 
other, a Unitarian ... One of 
the Reform congregation at least 
balanced the appearance of the 
minister with that of a disting- 
uished guest rabbi from the mid- 
dle west.” 

Since Congregation Emanu-E] 
is the latter congregation referred 
to, I should like to correct this 
distortion. The significance of the 
occasion was expressed at a spec 
ially arranged Friday evening 
service by Rabbi B. Benedict Gla- 
zer of Temple Beth-El of Detroit, 
who came to San Francisco as 
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the guest of the congregation for 
the specific purpose ef delivering 
the anniversary sermon. 

The featured speaker at the an- 
niversary banquet was Dr. Mon- 
roe E. Deutsch, vice president 
and provost of the University of 
California and a former member 
of the board of directors of Tem- 
ple Emanu-El. His anniversary 
message was subsequently pub- 
lished by the Menorah Journal at 
the request of its editor. Greet- 
ings were grought to the banquet 
by Jewish and non-Jewish com- 
munity leaders, ‘among whom 
were a Unitarian minister and 
the Bishop of California.
